In all his preaching the priest has your welfare at heart. 
He does not preach as a matter of form, but to do you good. 
Not being a part of the world he is regarded by the twentieth 
century young folk as an incompetent adviser. “What,” they 
think, “does the priest know about the things he condemns? 
He has never come in contact with them.” During his semi- 
nary life the priest studies not only theology, but a course of 
sound philosophy; he learns principles; and principles do not 
change. Like truth, principles are unchangeable, and, when 
correctly applied to conditions, whether modern or ancient, 
they insure a judgment which may be depended on. 
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Congress will probably spend half of its time during the 
present session in altering the Income Tax and Excess Profits 
Law, and in revising the tariff.

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The Catholic Church has always been a bitter foe of 
Socialism, and of every un-American movement.

If the big 
majority is on the wrong side it is not because its conclusions 
are erroneous, but rather because it has drawn correct con- 
clusions from wrong premises, and these premises were fur- 
nished them as facts by a press which is controlled by certain 
influences. Our Blessed Savior was right when He declared 
“You shall know the Truth, and the Truth shall make you 
free.” When the cable brings falsehoods across the seas, and 
the publishers of the big papers serve them to us with our 
daily breakfast, or while we rest in an arm-chair in the 
evening after a hard day’s werk, we become unconscious 
slaves of error. When the editor comments on telegraphic 
falsehoods or distorted truth as though the same were facts, 
he is doing an injustice to the people who support him. 

Public opinion is poisoned by contributed articles. by 
editorials, by what passes as facts of news, and its judgment 
is impaired even by what is designedly suppressed; it does 
not get all the facts, and is certain to get much falsehood 
mixed with the half facts. 

Let us have a real free press, a press uncontrolled, un- 
muzzled, a press which can be trusted, and on whose relation 
of facts the reader can feed his mind and exercise a free judg- 
ment.
